To Harm Butterflies 


If ho lly and mistleto e o r o ther 
traditio nal Christmas greens are no t 
available, why no t use ho use plants 
as deco ratio ns? 
Attractive center­ 
pieces include such plants as po in- 
settias, 
Saintpaulias, 
kalancho es, 
cy clamen, 
primro ses, 
azaleas, 
be­ 
go nias, 
glo x inia, 
dracaenas, 
and 
sansevieria. 
Acco rding to Walter R. Ballard, 
specialist in Ho rticulture fo r the 
University o f Mary land Ex tensio n 
Service, po insettia still heads the 
list o f Christmas plants. 
A po in­ 
settia gets co ld ieet if the tempera­ 
ture go es much belo w 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit, so it is advisable to 
keep the plant warm and pro tect it 
fro m the co ld air. 


Blo o m Co ntinuo usly 
Saintpaulias, better kno wn as the 
“ African vio lets," have been gro wn 
in this co untry since 1893, but they 
became po pular o nly 
abo ut 
five 
y ears ago . 
The impro ved varieties 
will blo o m co ntinuo usly . The plants, 
o riginally fro m Africa, also dislike 
co ld drafts, and they prefer a tem­ 
perature o f abo ut 65 degrees. Wa­ 
ter the plants just eno ugh to keep 
the earth mo ist, and do no t sprinkle 
water directly o n the leaves. 
The kalancho e. with its caro l-
